THE  FOOTBALL  TEAM,  facing  experienced  opponents  in  most  of  the  games,  finished 
the  1946  season  with  a  record  of  four  wins,  five  losses,  and  one  tie.  To  be  sure, 
it  was  a  far  cry  from  Elon's  championship  team  of  the  last  football  season  before 
the  war.  but  the  Fighting  Christians  improved  with  each  succeeding  game,  and 
prospects  for  1947  were  more  promising  than  for   1946. 

Elon  opened  the  '46  campaign  with  a  14-0  triumph  over  Atlantic  Christian, 
but  lost  to  Appalachian,  40-0,  at  Boone.  Then  followed  an  exciting  13-6  nod  over 
E.C.T.C.  The  season  was  at  its  lowest  when  the  Perry  men  bowed  to  Newberry 
and  Catawba,  20-0  and  40-0,  on  consecutive  week-ends;  but  they  bounced  back  to 
outscore  Erskine,  12-0.  After  dropping  a  31-6  decision  to  High  Point  and  losing  by 
14-13  to  an  outplayed  Lenoir  Rhyne  team,  the  Christians  upset  the  undefeated 
325th  Glider  Infantry  of  Fort  Bragg,  7-6,  and  finished  the  year  with  a  brilliant 
14-14  tie  with  Guilford  in  the  traditional  Thanksgiving  Day  game.

RETURNING  TO  ELON  IN  1946,  along  with  the  major  sports,  was  tennis.  Coached  by 
Lacy  B.  Adcox.  the  Christian  net  squad  played  a  schedule  of  six  meets,  five  of  them 
against  North  State  conference  rivals.  Tommy  Boyenton,  Al  Burlingame,  Bill  Love, 
Lawrence  Paige,  Alton  Wright,  and  Bob  Barrett  all  scored  victories  during  the  season, 
and  Elon  finished  second  in  the  conference  standings  behind  the  strong  Catawba  squad. 

After  suffering  an  8-0  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Greensboro  Tennis  Association  in  the 
opening  meet,  the  Christians  improved  greatly.  Catawba  won  4-3  and  6-1  decisions; 
but  Elon  split  with  Guilford,  winning  by  4-3  and  losing,  4-2,  and  beat  High  Point  once, 
4-2,  and  was  leading  the  Panthers  in  a  second  meet  when  rain  interrupted. 

Coach  Pierce  has  been  named  to  guide  the  1947  tennis  team,  which  turned  out 
to  practice  for  its  ten-meet  schedule  with  several  lettermen  and  some  promising  new- 
comers hoping  to  give  Elon  a  bigger  and  better  season.

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RETURNING  SERVICEMEN  made  basketball  competition  in  the  North 
State  tougher  than  ever  during  the  ]946-"47  season,  but  Elon  came  through 
to  win  13  of  23  games,  ended  the  regular  schedule  with  a  record  of  eight 
wins  and  four  losses  against  league  foes,  and  entered  the  revived  con- 
ference tournament   seeded   third   behind   Appalachian   and   High   Point. 

Among  the  Christians'  victims  during  the  year  were  the  famed  Mc- 
Crary  Eagles,  who  bowed  on  the  Elon  court  for  the  second  straight  year; 
the  Cherry  Point  Marines,  conqueror  of  the  Southern  Conference  champs. 
North  Carolina  State  i  although  the  Christians  lost  three  decisions  to  the 
Marines  before  finally  turning  the  tables  i ;  Catawba,  which  Elon  beat 
for  the  first  time  in  three  years:  and  Appalachian  and  High  Point,  the  one- 
two  teams  of  the  North  State  tourney. 

Player  who  created  much  ado  throughout  the  year  was  sophomore  Roney 
Gates,  who,  as  the  regular  season  closed,  led  the  entire  South  in  scoring 
with  a  total  of  412  points.  Roney  easily  gained  honors  in  the  North  State 
conference,  and  near  the  season's  end  was  rated  seventh  highest  scorer 
in  the  United  States.  His  best  game  was  at  Wilson  against  Atlantic 
Christian,  when  he  tossed  in  36  points  for  a  new  conference  record. 

Among  the  charges  of  Coach  Perry  were  other  capable  players,  too, 
such  as  Captain  Warren  Burns,  Johnny  Clayton,  Joe  Golombek,  Ed  Drew, 
Lou  Savini,  and  Leon  Pope.  Illness  forced  Golombek  to  the  sidelines 
halfway  through  the  season,  depriving  the  Christians  of  one  of  their  best 
defensive  men.

INTRAMURAL  SPORTS  have  a  big  place  on  the  Elon  College  campus.  Each 
year  teams  are  chosen  and  competition  is  run  off  in  such  sports  as  touch  football, 
volley  ball,  basketball,  softball,  tennis,  and  bowling,  with  members  of  the  winning 
teams  having  their  names  engraved  on  permanent  trophies.  Individual  awards 
also  are  given. 

Important  to  the  success  of  the  intramural  program  is  the  Intramural  Council, 
consisting  of  a  IVIen's  Council  and  a  Women's  Council.  This  combined  council 
maps  out  and  carries  through  the  athletic  program,  and  in  all  cases  its  decisions 
are  final  on  the  status  of  players  and  protests. 

Much  credit  for  the  success  of  this  program  should  go  to  Coach  Jan  L.  Pierce, 
who  has  kept  the  intramural  leagues  functioning  throughout  the  year  at  a  high 
level  of  competition  and  interest.

GIRLS  ATHLETICS  have  assumed  an  important  place  in  campus  activities 
this  year.  The  sports  activities  for  girls  are  entirely  intramural  but  much 
rivalry  accompanies  each  contest  because  of  the  dormitory  and  sororities 
participating. 

The  Women's  Intramural  Council  is  composed  of  representatives  from 
the  various  dormitories.  This  council  maps  out  and  carries  through  the 
girl's  athletic  program  and  in  all  cases  its  decisions  are  final  on  the  status 
of  players  and  teams.
